SHIBWAMA  ICENSHIRg 


Ravin'^  fii’st  duly  swoi’n  an  oat)'  is  on  the  attached 
sheet,  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  provalllnr.  in  my 
country,  I  hereby  dopose  as  follows; 

1,  I  testify  heroin  about  my  relations  with  the 
accused  Uraozu. 


From  January  1952  to  May  1955,  ^ov  about  one  and 
■a  half  years,  the  accused  Umozu  was  the  Cliief  of  the  General 
Affairs  Department  of  the  Gonei*-!!  Staff,  In  which  office  I 
also  servod  -as  a  member.  From  Auf^ust  1945  December  1944, 
for  about  one  and  a  half  years,  he  was  the  Commander  of  the 
China  Garrison  and  I  was  the  Assistant  Military  Attache  in 
Poking;,  subject  directly  to  his  /3uidance,  Prom  March  1957 
to  May  I95F,  for  more  than  a  year,  ho  v.-as  Vice-Minister  of.^ 
vVar  and  I  was  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Affairs  Section  in 
the  War  Ministry.  Prom  •\ugust  19^4  to  July  1945,  whan  ho 
was  the  Chief  of  the  Genaral  Staff,  I  v/as  Vico-Iiinistar  of 
’Van. 


2.  Concarning  the  -accused  Umozu’ s  relation  with  the 
Manchuria  Incident.  At  the  time  of  the  Manchuria  Incident 
he  was  the  Chief  of  tha  General  Affairs  Section  of  the  General 
Staff.  However,  ho  had  taken  office  only  ono  month  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  Incident,  and  his  section  had  nothing  to  do 
with  operations  or  polieies.  Therefore,  ha  was  not  in  a 
leading  oosition  in  connaction  with  the  settlement  of  the 
Manchuria  Incident,  the  policies  for  Manchoukuo  or  the  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  La  ague  of  Nations.  I  was  then  in  charge  of 
business  relating  to  Manchuria;  but  I  never  received  direc¬ 
tions  from  him  in  connection  therev/ith. 

5.  T  state  now  what  I  know  concerning  his  attitude 
toward  China.  'Maon  ho  was  the  Commander  of  the  China  Garrison 
I  served  in  Poking. 

He  had  sympathy  and  undorstandlng  toward  China,  and 
•alvrays  v/arned  his  man  not  to  face  Oiina  with  a  superiority 
complex  and  not  to  interfere  in  the  intornal  affairs  of  China. 
In  March  1954,  a  little  after  ho  arrived  at  Tientsin,  a  strike 
happened  in  the  K^ailan  mines,  in  which  Chao  Tah-chung  and 
others  agitated  the  v/orkers.  Mr.  Tilton  of  the  mining  company 
visited  Commander  lAnezu,  and  said  to  him:  "It  is  suspected 
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that  bohlnd  the  agitators  thero  ire  Japanese  militiry 
officers  and  roup^hs.  If  this  Is  true,  I  hope  the  Garrison 
rill  ropulate  them."  Then  General  Umezu  Immediately  ordered 
that  such  activities  bo  prohibited,  to  the  company's  appre¬ 
ciation. 

)i.  I  state  hereby  the  accused  Umezu' s  relations  with 
the  China  Incident.  H  the  time  the  China  Incident  broke 
out  ho  v.'is  the  Vice-Minister  and  assisted  the  Minister, 
holdlnr  firmly  to  the  non-expansion  policy  and  exerting  his 
efforts  to  realize  the  policy  all  the  while.  At  that  time, 
since  I  VMS  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Iffalrs  Section,  I  was 
familiar  v/lth  the  intention  of  the  Vice-Minister.  On  the 
night  of  8  July,  when  It  was  reported  that  the  troops  at 
the  fr*nt  wore  going  to  m?.ko  a  night  attack  on  Ylen-Ping, 
ho  callod  mo  and  ordered  mo  to  Investigate  tho  truth  at  the 
General  Staff  and  to  advise  tho  General  Staff  that  the  attack 
should  be  given  up,  since  it  v/ould  bo  contrary  to  the  national 
policy  if  it  '.vas  true.  I  did  so. 

Poirthermore,  the  then  Commander  of  the  Garrison, 
Lieutenant-General  Tashiro  died  of  illness,  and  Umezu  consulted 
mo  about  his  successor.  Since  he  liked  to  have  tho  most 
moderate  and  fair  man,  I  recommended  Lieutenant-General 
Katsuki,  which  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Minister 
after  lAnezu's  agreement. 

He  also  dispatched  mo,  in  company  -.yith  Lieutenant- 
General  Nakajima,  the  Chief  of  the  General  Affairs  Department 
of  tho  General  Staff,  to  Tientsin  in  order  to  convince  them 
of  the  non-expansion  policy,  whon  wo  met  Commander  Xatsukl 
and  conveyed  tho  policy  to  him  with  solemnity.
